A MoaalMr ml Paopto Badljr B««(«b, but 
Ifo ArrMta Are Made— Serloo* Trouble 

Kxi»tiii( in Illlnni)!- I'eitve Prevail! at 
Crlpitle Greek — Lateet Reporto From 
the Meeaea of the MIdIdc nistarbance. 

McKeesi'out, Pii., June 0.- Nuver has 
this city witut;nS(,d aucb scenes of deti- 
aaco of law, and the inability ut the ;m- 
tboritiea to cojw with the lawbreakt i s 
t0 the extent ot reynssing lawlesMn^ ..s, 
as is now oxistinji here. The BtriiiLis 
are practically in command ut the situa- 
tion. Tho Iroubio f^rows oat of the 
strike at the tube vrvins and tht: strikers 
have outwitted tho police, broken into 
the millyards and are making system- 
atic tours of the works and their sur- 
. rotmdiiigs. 

Tha plant resumed in two depart- 
awntt yesterday, and about 2r> men 
went to work. The news quickly spread. 
Md by noon a mob of nearly l.OoO had 
Meembled about the gates awaiting the 
•opearaaoe ot the worknien. Most ot 
tm men remained inside. But a few 
IMemjrted to go to their homes and 
were caught by the mob and terribly 
beaten. They were finally rescued, how- 
ever, by the police and takMi baok Into 
the enclosure. 

The mob then dispersed in part, but 
towatd evening I easeembled, and by 0 
o'ekMdt itrobably A,(MN> men were massed 
in franc of the entrance on Fourth ave- 
nue, and it was said that fully three 
fowrtba of the number were foreigners 
They were disappointed. At 6 o clock 
the day turn did not come out Mid the 
night tnm did not ifo in. There was a 
great load oi! provisions taken Into the 
mill by th'i company, and a lone Slav 
workman - ame out the baok way and 
tried to uiake a sneak to escape. He 
was seen, and a section of the surging 
mob broke off the main body and tnii 
upon hia trail with yells that must have 
given him speed if it was in him. 

l^e race covered several squares be- 
fore he turned at I ay. He was unable 
to nm any further; he fully expected to 
be killed, an 1 he drew a knifn and faced 
the yelling pui'suit, evidently determined 
to die fighting. The toremoet pursuers 

Eauf<ed a moment, but the rush came up 
ehind them and a dcizon men with clnba 
sprang upon tho panting fugitive, lie 
was down in an instant, but Oilicer 
Singer was close on the heels of the 
leaders of the race and ho jumped into 
the middle of tlie muiee, with the fear- 
ful odds against him, without a mo- 
ment's hesitation. The oiticer and the 
fngitivo were badly 1 eaten, but help 
cauie and they were rescued. 

At tho mills tht.- mob surged around 
tlie entranci'S until 7 o'clock, when a 
rush was made ami they broke into the 
yards. The men niside were panic- 
stricken, and it w.is the rule of every 
man for himself. The niub swarmed 
into the eiic losure, looking for the hat^d 
jionuniomsts. Hundreds of th m wore 
eciuiiipi'd with ciubs or weapons ol some 
description. Then 'uegan a wild chase 
and pursuit of tlio hunted workmen 'i- 
eide. boveral weldeiN tuuk to the river 
and made their es. ape t ' JMilrliu town- 
bhip. pursued by crowds of strikers, 
and linally chased otf into the darkness 
toward DuqueMie. 

The strikers were in ctJinplete poises 
sion of the plat-e. They ran^'ecl over the 
ground^', ami tiualiy routed out Id hid- 
den worknuni. Tlie jxMir fellows made a 
dash for trenddui. I.ut were cut olr ainl 
surroundtHl. With no compuiutions 
about iO m n aimed with clu'os attack- 
ing one defenseless man, tho mob set 
upon these men in swarms and beat 
them shockingly, in the crush to get 
at the prostrate men one fellow WM bid' 
ly btabued. 

It was the Homestead fight over again 
with variations. «Jne man was found 
during the evening still in hiding in the 
millyard, which the strikers were pa- 
trolling in complete mastery of tie 
works. The fellow made a dash for the 
street and got outside the yards. He 
was pushed close by the pursuit, and in 
desperation sprang into an electric car 
passing on the street. The strikers sur- 
rounded the car, and the motorman 
tried to force it through the crowd. The 
trolley pole was pulled down and the 
car stalled. Then the fugitive was 
dragged off the car and Maten and 
kicked into insensibility. 

Another stowaway was found, his 
clothing stripped off, and he was kicked 
and beaton until he was unconscious. 
Then the assailants left him for a time, 
and he managed to crawl into a store on 
fifth avenue. He was unable to help 
himself and is still there, where he 
Sought refngf-. 

So far a.j tliM authorities are able to 
learn, nobody has been killed outright 
but th'i injuries of some of the victims 
of the mob's fury will probably die. 

Up to tliijj h(m'r the strikers have re 
frained from destroying the machinery 
in the mills.

Two or three piitol 
shots were tired in return, and the party 
tied. E.-«aminatlon showed blocnl and 
particles of tiesh spattered upon the door- 
.lam. and upon tho tloor were scattered 
bones and jiieces of flesh of th* wxllt and 
a hand of a colored man.

CotTin ami I'ercival A. Coffin, wiio were 
sentenced to 10 and 15 yeais respectively 
in the northern penitentiary for defraud- 
ing the Indianapolis National bank, left 
tot theprisonat]l:«H)a. m„ in charge 
of deputy United States marshals. 

It was the intention of the court to 
seiittnce ex-President Theodore P. 
Uaughey of the Indianapolis National 
bank, who pleaded guilty several weeks 
ago, but on the request of Hanghey that 
he be taken to prison by United States 
Marshal Hawkins in person, District At- 
tomev Burke and Judge Baker po8t 
poned his sentenced until Thursday, at 
at which time he will be taken north. 

Rev. C. A. Carsterson, rector of St 
Paul's cathedral, otwhldi the Coffins 
were prominent members, called on 
them at the jail and offered to accom- 
pany them to Mlchifan City, which 
offer was accepted. Tht preacher came 
out of the cell with tears in his eyes. 
"It's too bad," be said, "but they bear 
up bravely under the awful strain." 

F. A. Coffin said to a reporter: "Why 
need you say anything about us '/ The 
public is not interested in our move- 
ments. What does it matter to any- 
body but our friends how we passed 
the night r I slept well. I suppose that 
I shall sleep well wherever I am. I 
feel that the storm is on me and I am 
bending to it. I don't intend to let it 
break me. I am waiting until it passes, 
and it will pass."

whicii he- IS now pastor, is well known. 
Tho remov.il was made by bishop Fow- 
ler in the annual mooting of tlm Balti- 
more eonleronc ) in Frederick in March. 

Dr. Naylor had not served as presiding 
eid r in SVashington tho full time al- 
lowed presiding elders, and he did not 
want to be transferred. He was unusu- 
ally popular with tho churches, and a 
majority of them openly rebelled against 
the action of the bishou in sending Dr. 
Naylor to Baltimore, and passed resolu- 
tions requesting that such action be re- 
considered. The I ijbop did not comply. 
Dr. Naylor s;tid that a bishop had re^ 
moved a preacher from one appointment 
to another with the avowed utentton of 
crushing him. Before the year was out 
the preacher had died of a broken heart, 
leaving a widow and orphans. Dr. Nay- 
lor said the system crushed manhood, 
made widows and orphans, created 
sycophants and muzzled the religions 
press. 

"The idea is, " said Dr. Naylor, "that 
when a man enters the Methodist min- 
istry he surrenders hia will. I have 
never seen a church or a man to whom 
I would surrender my will. Who is the 
church 'r Are not there 12,00a iniuibters 
in the uhorch? Who are the t2,(MM) min- 
isters' wives if they are not in the 
church'!' What are the a.'i.OOy minisieis 
children if they aro not a part of tlie 
church 'i^

The island lie? about too miles we.st 
of Honolulu (in latitude no. tii a-i 1 
longitude 164.a7 west), and is nothing 
but a barren rock about MO loet long, 
rising 300 feet above tlie waves. Uik o 
it was covered with guano, but it has 
long since been strijiped and left uiuu- 
hai/ited. In fact, it is mcajial le of sui>- 
portmg human bein-s without outside 
aid. Hawaii htus ciaiined Uie i-,aiid, 
but this tact doubtie has prevented a 
colouizatioii. it is part of tlie iiruish 
colonial scheme, wincii will be tnlly 
ventilated at the important Ottawa 
conference about to a-seiiiule. to touch 
at this island with thi; cable from British 
Columl.ia to Au--tridia, Tla n a branch 
looii Would be mil over to 1 loiu'lulu to 
pick up tlie payiii;,' l UMiHss that luiglit 
be gatiiur, d tin re. 

The liritisli would prefer to run tiio 
luaiii cable directly to the Hawaiian Isl 
auds, but they tear mternalional coin
